They know* th a t Hoover stands higher 
in the South th a n any other m an the 
Republicans could nom inate. 
W hile 
there Is hardly any chance th a t any

Control Senate 
The Dem ocrats, who w ith the in ­ 
surgents will practically control the 
i$enate, will doubtless m ake an effort 
to force a still greater tax reduction, 
as th eir leaders have already indi­ 
cated. 
It would be greatly to their 
advantage to be able to tell the pub­ 
lic in 1928 th a t they forced a lower­ 
ing of taxes, over the protests of R e­ 
publicans.

part of the country, anyhow.

Cause of Delay 
It is perhaps this sort of reasoning 
which has created a delay of half a 
century in solving the problem of 
M ississippi floods.

The tendency in any pre-conven­ 
tion Congress is to enact only such 
m easures as will rebound to the glorv 
of the m ajority party and increase its 
vote-getting capacity, particularly in 
doubtful states.

m easures for the benefit of states 
which are solidly against or solidly \ 
for the party in power get little con­ 
sideration and are likely to get lost in 
the shuffle to gain advantage for the 
party.
